gone to the bottom. Being ſoon re- 
overed of our fright we diverted our 
elves wich fiſhing, and concerted; mea- 
Fires for putting our firſt deſign in ex- 
Wecution, which was to go to the prin- 
ſeipal city and viſit the governor of the 
iſland. I cauſed: the long · boat to be 
armed and manned for this purpoſe, 
and provided with every thing neceſſa-

E ſhot of the ſea; it is inhabited by Ara-

who underſtood Portugueze, I made 
him acquainted with my intention of 
ſeeing the governor, and the town 
where he dwelt: The Cheik approved

and people to guide me, it being a day 
and a half's journey.

the governor wiſhed me to bring our 
veſſels to an anchor before his town, 
offering to ſerve us in every thing he 


Was able. Soon after they ſpread a cloth 


upon ſome matts at the lower end of 
the room, on which they ſet two 
China diſhes filled with goats fleſh and 


mutton, and two others with rice, all 
dreſt after their country manner, which 


we found tolerably . The go-

After we had done eating, the go- 
vernor told me in converſation, that 
this iſland depended upon the king-

to ſee us if we would land in his coun- ö 
try: he offered me a letter for this 
Prince which I accepted, and he cauſ- 
cd to be drawn up without delay. He 
| likewiſe ſhewed me ſeveral letters from 
Engliſhmen, Dutch, Portugueſe, and 
one Frenchman called Labahi captain of | 
the George ſloop, atteſting his fair deal- 
ing, and the aſſiſtance and relief they 
had received from him; he deſired me 
to give him one alſo, which I could 
not xeſule: |. 2 ward 
In fine, after repeated offers of ſer- 
vice on the governor's ſide, I took my 
leave of him; he would needs accom- 
pany me out of the court of his houſe, 
and ſent ſoldiers to conduct me to the 
ſea - ſide; they gave me to underſtand 
the governor had made me a preſent 
ö of two cows, and fix cabritos: I ſaw 
the cows faſtened to ſome palm trees: 
but when the Arabians came to untie 
them, theſe. animals grew «o furious 
that they had much ado to maſter 
5 them; I would not ſuffer them to be 
. brought aboard for fear of further miſ- 
chief. The inhabitants ſhouted ſeveral 
times at our going off, and ſhewed us 


' abundance of reſpect : our ſeamen had _—

and drinking of our brand. 

We returned and paſſed the night 
at the village from er we er out 

in — and after having thank - 
ed the Cheik for his pilot, whom we 
rewarded for his pains, we rejoyned 
our ſhips that continued to take in 
freſh water, wood, and other neceſ· | 
ies. 
_—I'was 0 well pleaſed with this go- 
vernor, that I could not forbear giy- 
ing him a ſecond viſit, a few days af- 
ter, to carry him ſome ſcarlet cloth he 
had deſir 1 of me, in exchange for 
ſome aloes with which all that coun- 
try abounds; I embarked in the fame 
boat, and arrived at ten a clock in che 
morning. 

I found fifkevri « or PIER loldjers on 
the ſhore, who conducted me to the 
governor by whom I was perfectly well 
received; we talked much of trade and 
buying aloes, which he pretended were 
the beſt in all Arabia: they keep them

heat of che! berdary: the freſheſt and 
firmeſt are always the beſt. The go- 
vernor cauſed every thing I had bought

thereabouts, thoſe of Peru not being 
current in many places, ever ſince the 
Portugueze Jets, as they ſay, cheated 
the Arabian merchants in the value: in 
the mean time the governor's houſe Was 
filled with a croud of merchants, who 
brought ſome of them incenſe and ci- 
vit, others dragons blood and aloes, on 
which our people laid out all the mo- 
ney they had about them.

In their way they happened to meet

N at firſt at the light of white men: 
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they brought him to me to a ſort of 
cave near the ſea- ſnore, whither we had 
retired from the heat of the ſun; as 
ſoon as we ſaw one another, we ſhook 
hands, faluting with the word Marba- 
ba; and this was all the converſation. 
I gave him ſome Spaniſh wine, which he 
liked very well; I obſerved he appeared 
very eaſy, and did not ſeem ſurprized at 
anything, eating and drinking very hand- 
ſomely, wiping his hands, and imita- 
ting all our eons at table; he after- 
wards ſmoked ſeveral pipes of our Vir- 
 ginia, and fora concluſion drunk up a 
large glaſs of brandy. , 
Me aſked him by ſigns, and ſhewing 
him money for ſome proviſions of the 
country, and particularly ſheep and 
oxen, ſhewing him the figures of theſe 
animals in a print.

The news of this accident. being car- 

ried to our ſhips, made them mighty 
uneaſy on my account: whereupon they 
immediately embarked an hundred and 
fifty men in the ſhallops, with their of- 
ow; to go in ſearch of me. I had 
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made a league and a half in-the plain, 


and had got pretty near the mountains, 
without ſeeing any thing but a boy and 


a woman driving a ſhe-afs laden with 


ruſhes, who fled from us. I made our 
men run, and run my ſelf to oyertake 
the boy, who climbed up the moun-. 
tains, and threw ſtones at us as we ap- 
proached him; but ſhooting off my 
_ only to frighten him, and ſee how. 
aſt he could run, he diſappeared in a 
moment, ſcudding away as nimbly as 


I reſolved to gather up my troop, and 
return after taking a ſlight repaſt. As 
we advanced into the plain, we diſco» 


vered a great company coming towards 


us; taking them at firſt for blacks, we 
reſolved to defend our felves to the laſt ; 
when we perceived them to be our own 
people: we ſoon joined them, and learnt 
from them: the unfortunate end of our 
men on the ſea-ſhore. oy, 
They would make me paſs by the 
place where thoſe poor wretches lay on 


the ſtrand, where I cauſed them to be 
buried in preſence of our chaplains, who 


had come aſhore for that purpoſe. Be- 


fore I embarked, our prope propoſed 


to me to let them go in ſearch of the 
blacks, and knock out the brains of as

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many as they could meet, burn their 
houſes, and revenge the death of our 
ſeamen; but I thought it more adviſe- 
able to retreat than run any more ha- 
zards in a country ſo little known to us. ;

is exceſſive, and there ſeldom falls any 
rain; neither had it rained for two years 
together before our coming thither. It 
is generally as hot in January there, as 
at Paris in Juhy; and notwithſtanding 
this, the people of the country, ac- 
cuſtomed to much greater heats in June 
and July, when the ſouth- wind blows, 
complained ſometimes of the cold, and 
ſtill wore the cloth veſt, which they 
ſeldom leave off till March.

Moka, attempted to get away 
to the ſhips, diſguiſed in a ſeaman's ha- 
bit; the Mirebar himſelf diſcovered 
him, and having ſtopt him, complain 


ed to the governor, and made a great 


noife about it; but at the earneſt en- 
treaty of this man, who was heartily 
frightened, and out of regard to the 
honour and. intereſt of Mr. de Champlo- 
ret, who much blamed. this action of 
his purſer, I made up the matter. 


I firſt ſatisfied what little debts he .

ſion, and then went to the governor, 
whom I found at his lieutenant's houſe,

where our people met the governor; I 
ſaw very pleaſant plains, many woods, 
with ſome deſerted habitations. At my 
coming back to our huntſmen's, I was 
ſomewhat ſurprized to ſee pullets on 
the ſpit z they told me they had been 
bred out of cocks and hens brought 
from Earope, which were ſince become 
wild, fo that now you muſt be forced

Next day we had horſes to carry us 
to St. Paul, a habitation of the French, 
above a league from this place, but one 

league in this country is as much as two 

large ones in France. The road, or ra- 
ther creek of St. Paul, lies at the end 
of a plain, which is bounded by the 
mountain we had juſt deſcended, and 
one part of it is formed by a point of 
land ſtriking out into the ſea. The 
plain is about two leagues in length, 
and near half a league broad; in the 
middle is a large deep pond or lake of 
freſh water, in which we ſaw great num- 
bers of ducks and geeſe, and flocks of 
| ſheep and other cattle grazing on the 
banks. All the provigon in this part 
of the iſland is perfectly good, particu- 
larly the fowl, but it is dear, as are alſo 
their pigs, which are of a very ſmall 
kind. There is plenty of ſea and land 
tortoiſes, and they have ſtore of fiſh, 
tho? they ſeldom catch them with any 
thing elſe bur a line and hook, going 
out-1n the ſmall canoes of the coun- 

try, which are made of the hollowed . 
trunks of trees, and cannot carry any 
great burthen, nor live out at ſea.

Madagaſcar, who were ſlaves at A” e 
carin, that have ventured to make their RK 
efcape from one iſland to the other in 1 
theſe ſmall boats; ſome of them have =

_ fafez we were told that ſince that time 
the Company Royal of France, to whom 
the iſle of Maſcarin belongs, have re- 
folved to forbid the inhabitants ro buy 
any blacks of Madagaſcar; beſides, theſe 
blacks are the moiſt miſchievous and 
treacherous people in the world © 
Four of them were ſeized and put in 
irons, being accuſed of having plotted 
together with divers others, to murder 
the governor, the officers, and the prin- 
cCipal inhabitants of the place. 


This deſign was to have been put 


in execution on Chriftimas-Eve, which 
was juſt approaching, and the evidences 
were under examination. 
On Chriftmas- Day we aſſiſted at high . 
Maſs, where there were many people, 
and we ſaw ſome white women with 
complexions as fair as thofe in Fance; 
their habit was little ſtays, and thin 
light petticoats, their heads being dreſt 
after the French manner. The richeſt 
among them wear lace, but very few 
have any ſhoes. Both men and wo- 
men are very courteous and obliging,

betrayed by his ſubjects. Nor is this 
. without example, ſince the famous Aly, 
ſon-in-law of Mabomet, was aſſaſſinated 
in a Moſque on a day of publick devo- 
tion among the Muſnlmans. 
Indeed, the journals of our travellers 
inform us, that this kingdom is not he- 
reditary, and that that Prince who can 
get molt friends, Who is ſtrongeſt, or 
moſt cunning, carries it from his com- 
petitors, whom he ſometimes puts to 
death, or claps up in priſon. But by 
this it is only to be underſtood, that

ways obſerved: ſo that ſometimes the 
eldeſt are excluded, when the younger 
or thoſe farther removed, have power 
and conduct enough to carry their 
point.

Our people having taken leave of 
the -firſt: miniſter, and the chief offi 


cers of the court; ſet out from Mouab 
towards the end of our Lent, accom- 


panied by an officer, and convoyed as 


before, having their charges alſo: born 
throughout the whole journey. They 


not now in ſo much haſte; they did not 


make ſuch long ſtages. They gene- 


rally paſſed the night in good lodgings, 
and eſpecially in the firſt part of the 
journey, where they met with all poſ- 


{ible conveniencies, and even ſtables to 
hold five hundred horſes. © 


We have already ſaid, that the great- 
eſt part of the way lay through wu : 
mountains divided in ſome places 
plains. They obſerved, that in theſ 
mountains, many of which are barren 


and burnt up by the heat of the ſun.

relating thereto. This matter appear- 
ed ſo curious to me, being a thing ſo 
little known among us, that I thought 


it might deſerve a ſhort account by its 
ſelf, which I ſhall add at the end of this 


relation, rather than break off the thread 


of my preſent diſcourſe: moreover, 
While our deputies were at Mouab, the 


Sieur des Noyers, the chief chirurgeon 


belonging to the | ſhips, an ingenious 
map, and a good naturaliſt, applied 
himſelf to the ſtudy of the nature and 


N of the Betelfaguy coffee: tree. 


ſhall therefore put together in one 
account what I learnt. from their ſeve- 
ral obſervations on this ſubje&. 
. Beſides the coffee- tree, they ſaw in 
the ſame plantations ſeyeral Raſt rarer:

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monds, citrons, oranges, pom granates, 
plums, and fig-trees, Which bear a 
ſharp fruit, a ſmall number of apple- 
trees, and great quantities of quinces, 


of which they make an excellent fwe#t- 
meat that is ſold very cheap in the great 


cities. They likewiſe ſaw vineyards in 


ſome places, and aſſure us they have as 
good grapes in Arabia as in Spain. 
At length our envoys arrived at Mo- 


ka the twenty ſeventh of March, be- 


ing Eafter-day. They were heartily 


welcom'd by the captains, as may be 
_ eafily gueſs'd, to whom they gave an 


account of their commiſſion, and they 


found this journey had been of great 
ſervice in gaining a credit to our nati- 


on, and making the governors favour- 


able to them in their buying up of 


coffee, and more ſo in the ſpeedy diſ- 


patch of the ſhips, not to mention the 
taking off a new duty the governor of 
Betelfaguy had pretended to inſiſt on as 


his right. 


All thoſe that made this journey to 
Mouab agree, there is a great difference 
between the ſoil of this country, and 


that in whieh Mola is ſituated; for as 


we have obſerved elſewhere, within 
fifteen leagues round Mota, there grows 


nothing

nothing of what is found in thereſt of 
the ſung and full of nitre, Progiong 
only an ordinary ſort of palm-trees:. 
that were it not for the commodioys 
harbour of Moka, whither all ſorts of 
wares are brought from all parts, and 
eſpecially corn and rice, the city and 
the country round would ſoon be 
Our travellers were told, that be- 
ſides thoſe they had already ſeen, there 
were other very conſiderable cities in 
the kingdom, the chief of which was 
called Sanaa, about fiſteen leagues from 
Mouab, and about a hundred and forty 
from Mola. It is pity that neither curio- 
ſity nor any other reaſon ever drew them 
to this city, which no European travel- 
ler hath hitherto viſited. It myſt have 
very fine remains of antiquity; for long 
before the birth of Mabomet, it Was 
the capital of Arabia Felix, and under 
the dominion of the Tobbais, a power- 
ful race of Kings who kept their court 
there; and whole palace was very mag- 
nificent, and built on a hill in the mid- 
dle of the city, in after-times, but ill 
before Mahomet, the Emperor.of Ezhis- 
pia called over thither by the Chriſtians, 
who groaned under the tyranny, of the 
14 5 :...

When the bloſſom falls off, there re- 


mains in its room, or rather ſprings 


from each bloſſom, a ſmall fruit green 
at firſt, but which becomes red as it 
ripens, and is not unlike a large cher- 
ry, and is very good to eat, ſtrengthen- 
ing and refreſhing ; under the fleſh of 


this cher AY inſtead of the ſtone, is f 
found the- can or berry we call coffee, ; 


wrapt round in a fine thin ſkin. The 


berry is chen very ſoft, and of a diſ- 


agrecable 
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greeable taſte; but as the cherry ri- 


ns, the berry in the infide grows 
harder, and the ſun having dried up 
the red fruit, the fleſh or pulp of it, 
which was before good to eat, be- 
comes a ſhell or cod of a deep brown, 
which is the firſt or outward rind or 
huſk of the coffee; the berry is now 
ſolid, and of a clear tranſparent green, 


which ſwims in a ſort of thick brown 


liquor, extremely bitter; the ſhell or 
huſk hangs to the tree by a ſmall ſhort 
{tem ſomething thicker than a lawrel 
berry ; each huſk contains but one ber- 
ry, which generally ſplits in two equal 
parts. This berry is incloſed, as T faid, 
in a fine thin ſkin, which is as it were 
the ſecond or inward rind. The Ara- 
bians greatly eſteem both theſe z of 
which they make what they call their 
ſultana coffee, as ſhall be hereafter men 
tionell 
Our travellers aſſure us, that the cof- 
fee-tree is not raiſed from flips or layers 
as ſome have affirmed, but is produced 
by ſowing the whole fruit, huſk and 
all when it is perfectly ripe z; from 
which they raiſe the young plants in 
nurſeries, tranſplanting them as they 
{ce occaſion. The bottom of moun- 
tains and ſmall hills well ſhaded and 
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watered,” are the places they chuſe for 
their coffee - plantations. Their great- 
eſt care in the cultivating of them is, 
in conveying the ſtreams from their 
ſprings in the mountains and higher 
grounds by ſmall channels to the foot 
of the trees, for unleſs they are well 
watered and ſupply'd with a great deal 
of moiſture, they will not thrive well. 
For which reaſon, when they tranſ- iſ © 
plant the trees, the Arabians make a 
trench of three foot wide, and five 4 
deep, which they line with pebbles, i © 
that the water with which the trench I 
is filled, may ſink deeper into the earth, t 
and ſo afford the neceſſary coolneſs and iſ 2 
Freſhneſs. However, when they ſee a

If our people had not made that jour - 4 
ney to Mouab, weſhould have been un-

It was at ſome diſtance from Tage, 
as we ſaid, that the French firſt ſaw the 
coffce-trees, which were planted there 
in the manner now deſcribed, that coun- 
try lying open, and expoſed to the heat 
of the fun. They took notice that every

In fine, the curiofity of one of our 
travellers, who had {kill enough for ſuch 
an undertaking, went fo far, as to take 
a draught of a coffee-tree with all the 
exactneſs he was maſter of; chuſing 
out that which ſeemed to. be the treff 
to ſhew the beauty and natural pro- 
ductions of the plant; and it is this 
draught that I have here inſerted, which

ſerved throughout the whole plantati- 
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no doubt will be acceptable to the cu- 
But in places that are not fo hot by 
firuation, there is none of theſe great 
trees to ſhelter them; the coffec - trees 
there ſtand open, and flouriſh and yield 


7 very plentifully. The Sieur des Noyers 


. faw many of theſe laſt in a journey he 
made on purpoſe to Redia or Ze- 
dia, a ſmall town in the mountains 
twelve leagues from Betelfaguy, and 

the foil hereabouts, as the governor 
himſelf of Redia told him, is one of 
the moſt fruitful in all the country; 

for beſides the cofſee- trees that are 
the fineſt one any where ſees, there are 
abundance of other fruit trees. They 
have excellent wheat, as well as other 
grain, and ſtore likewiſe of cucumbers 
and melons. . In this place the coffee-! 
trees are planted as they are in theroad 

to Mouab, in rows and lines, and at a 

ſmall diſtance from each other.. 

The Sieur des Noyers, by the way, 

appeared to me the moſt intelligent and 

exact of all our travellers 5 it was 


from his obſervations chiefly that I have 
taken the deſcription of the coffee : tree 
at the beginning of this account; and 
as he had the curioſity to bring back 
with him a whole bough laden be 
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=_ ( 43 
fruit, which was perfectly well preſery- 
ed by the care he took of it, it has 
been eaſy to take a draught: of it. The 
curious, when they ſee this bough, the 
leaves and fruit of which are drawn 
exactly after the life, will ſoon find it 
to be different from what we have hi- 
therto ſeen in ſeveral books, where they 
have pretended to repreſent in prints 
the boughs of the coffee-tree. As to 
the time of gathering the coffee, as the 
tree which bears it is at once laden with 
bloſſoms, green and ripe fruit, there 
muſt conſequently be three different 
ſeaſons for it; and in this reſpect it may 
be ſaid there are three different crops 
in a year. But the times for theſe are 
not fixed and regular, ſo that the Ara- 
bians know no crop, properly ſpeak- 
ing, but in the month of May; be- 
cauſe then they gather more than at any 
other time of the year. They ſpread _ 
for this purpoſe, ſome pieces of cloth 
_under the trees, which they ſhake, and 
all the ripe coffee eaſily falls off; this 
they put up into ſacks to be carried off, 
and layed in heaps upon matts to dry 
in the ſun for ſometime, that the huſks 
or ſhells that incloſe the berry, may be 
the more readily burſt open by the large 
> ha: oþ heavy 
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. terwards roll over them. . 
When by this means the coffte is 
come out of the huſk, and divided or 
ſplit into two ſmall berries, or rather 
one whole berry into two halves, it is 
put a ſecond time to dry in the ſun, be- 
Cauſe it is ſtil} green, . the coffee 
- which is too freth, and not well dryed, 
would be in danger of corrupting up- 
on the ſea. They afterwards fan it with 
great fans to clean it; for if it be not 
well cleaned and dryed, it will not fetch 
ſo good a price. 5 
t is now time to ſay ſomething of 
the way of preparing and drinking cof- 
fee among the Arabians. Their man- 
ner in general is much the ſame as that 
uſed all over the Levant ; which we 


— - follow every day in France but there 
Is this difference, that the Arabians ge- 


nerally drink it as ſoon as it comes off 
the fire, without letting it ſtand to ſet- 
tle, and always without ſugar, and in 
very little diſhes. There are ſome of 
them that wrap the coffee-por in awet 
cloth when they take it off the fire, 
-which cauſes the grounds to ſink to the 
bottom, and makes it much clearer; 
there gathers likewiſe by this means, a

Our people frequentl aſked the great

and what good it did them? if it cured 
them of any diſtemper z and in fine, 
what the virtues of it were? Their : 


anſwer in general was, that it was 
ſtrengthening and refreſhing, and did 
them good ſeveral ways: beſides, that 
it was a pleaſant amuſement. I know 
not if we may not apply a remark of 


our travellers concerning the Arabians 
to their frequent uſe of coffee; name- 


y, that they are for the moſt part lean 
and dry, tho' pretty tall, and very tem- 
perate. 

I ſhall end this account with two ob- 


1 ſervations; firſt, that the Arabians of 


Zemen, as well as all the people of the 
Ea, are fully perſuaded that coffee 

grows in no other Pare: of the "IT 
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opia, and thence tranſported into Arabia 
Felix; and this opinion is in ſome mea- 
ſure confirmed by a relation of a voy- 


age made by Charles James Poncet in- 


to Ethiopia, in the years 1698, 1699, 
1700. This traveller informs us, that 
there are coffee- trees ſtill to be ſeen in 
that country, which they only culti- 
vate for curioſity; and he deſcribes the 
plant, but does not tell us he has ſeen 
it: but this deſcription, where the plant 
he ſpeaks of, is compared to a myrtle, 
is ſo different from the coffee · tree our 
people ſaw in Arabia, that there muſt 
neceſſarily be ſome miſtake in the mat- 
ter. Beſides, that neither the beſt ac- 
counts we have of Ethiopia, of which 
the moſt eſteemed is, that of father

pia by Ludolphus, make any manner of 
mention of coffee f.

I! be laſt obſervation is, that it is a 
* wrong notion in the greateſt part of 
Europe, though thoſe that are better 
informed, begin to be undeceived, that 
the Arabians, jealous of what they c- 
ſteem a bleſſing only produced among 
Themſelves, never ſuffer any coffee - 
berry to go out of their country, which 
bath not firſt paſſed through the fire, 
or boiling water, intending thereby to 
prevent its growing or taking root, in 
caſe it ſhould be ſown or planted in 
another country. .
